four miles. The county*or the 
state hasn't built any road there;

We continued` south through 
section 22 into section 27, where 
two tractors were pulling double 
plows. The map shays sections

areas of growing cane. 

Somewhere along there Roscoe 
Roberts was runing a dragline, 
cleaning out a ditch. 

Jack Barrett and Arlin Adams 
were way out there in section 22 
unloading gasoline; later we saw 
them in section 27, where a pump 
has been put in. 

Below section 27 is section 34, 
which is getting down toward the 
section 5 where Frank Friend and 
Oscar McClure and-J. A. Hughes 
farm, and clearing and plowing is 
going on down there; that gives 
you an idea of how this cane plant- 
ing is spreading out. 

Having gone back to section 22, 
the camp, Earl took me along the 
north line of sections 23, 24 and 19 
to Conners Highway, which added 
six miles to the four and a half we 
had already traveled and made a 
total of 101; miles.
